Press Center 

The working press room and information centre during 
the period of State Visits will be located in the Norlite 
Building at 150 Wellington Street (see map of down-town 
Ottawa) within short walking distance of the Information 
Services Office, Parliament Hill, and major hotels. 

The facilities are located on the main floor of the Norlite 
Building. The press center will be open regularly and will 
be supervised by personnel from Information and Press 
Services. 

In addition to a press conference amphitheatre, the center 
will be equipped with a number of typewriters, telephones, 
bulletin boards, and a general information office. 

Facilities for television and radio will also be available 
at the Press Centre. 

Press briefings will be held in the conference area, and 
notices of such will appear regularly on the bulletin boards. 

When pooling arrangements become necessary for any 
particular ceremony or event of a visit, this will be effected 
by Information Services at the briefing, and copy or photo- 
graphs of these events will be posted on the bulletin boards. 

Arrangements have been made for simultaneous transla- 
tion during press conferences, for English and French. Each 
chair in the press conference room has language outlets, and 
in addition there is a third outlet for radio tape recorders.

THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF CANADA 
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THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF CANADA 
AND MRS. MICHENER 


The Honorable Daniel Roland Michener, Q.C., P.C., M.A., 
B.C.L., was appointed Governor-General of Canada on April 4, 
1967, and is the third Canadian to be elevated to this eminent 
position. j 

Canada’s 20th Governor-General was born in Lacombe, Alberta, 
in 1900, the son of the late Senator Edward Michener. His early 
years were spent in Red Deer, Alberta, where he attended local 
schools, later entering the University of Alberta. 

World War I interrupted his studies, and he enlisted with the 
Royal Air Force in 1918. After the war, however, he returned to the 
University of Alberta where he graduated with the Governor- 
General’s medal and a Rhodes Scholarship in 1919. 

Mr. Michener pursued post graduate studies at Oxford in 1919, 
and after graduation became a barrister of Britain’s Middle Temple 
in 1923, entering private law practice in Toronto the following year. 
He was appointed King’s Counsel in 1943. 

Although he evinced a keen interest in public affairs from his 
youth — ‘‘I remember campaigning over the dusty roads of Alberta 
for my father when I was 15’ — Mr. Michener eschewed personal 
involvement until 1943 when he offered himself as a candidate in the 
Ontario Legislative elections. 

Unsuccessful in his first attempt — he was defeated by William 
Dennison, the present mayor of Toronto — Mr. Michener returned 
to the fray in 1945, this time with success. One year later, he became 
Provincial Secretary in the George Drew government, a post he held 
during the period 1946-48. 

In 1949, Mr. Michener essayed the federal scene and was elected 
on his second bid in 1953 as member for Toronto St. Paul’s. He 
was re-elected in 1957 and 1958. 

During Canada’s 23rd and 24th Parliaments, Mr. Michener was 
named Speaker of the House, an office he fulfilled with great 
distinction between 1957 and 1962. His tenure as Speaker of the 
House was regarded as one of the most distinguished in the history 
of Confederation and it was under his aegis that simultaneous 
English-French translation was introduced. 

In 1962, after defeat in the general election, he returned to law 
practice only to be summoned by the Province of Manitoba to act 
as chairman of a Royal Commission on local government and 
financing. 
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Since 1936, Mr. Michener has been the General Secretary for 
Rhodes Scholarships. For many years, he was a member of the 
Board of Governors of Toronto Western Hospital and the University 
of Toronto. He was also variously Chairman of the National Execu- 
tive of the Canadian Institute of International Affairs, President of 
the Empire Club of Canada, a member of the National Centennial 
Conference, a member of the Board of the Canadian Opera Associa- 
tion, and Chairman of the Board of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company and Teck Corporation. When he was named Speaker of 
the House he resigned from no fewer than 26 companies. 

In 1961, he was Joint Chairman of the Canadian Section of the 
Commonwealth Parliamentary Association. In July 1964, Mr. 
Michener was asked by the Canadian Government to assume the 
duties of High Commissioner to India, a post he fulfilled with great 
distinction and success until his appointment as Governor General. 

Mr. Michener’s wife, the former Norah Willis, a native of 
Manitoba who grew up in Vancouver, is a lady of distinction in her 
own right. 

A graduate of the University of Toronto with a Ph.D in Philoso- 
phy, Mrs. Michener has the rare distinction of being the author of a 
book on the subject of French-born philospher, Jacques Maritain, 
‘‘Maritain On The Nature Of Man In A Christian Democracy”’. 

She graduated from the University of British Columbia and was 
studying music at the Royal Conservatory in Toronto when she 
met her husband, who is also an accomplished musician. 

Mrs. Michener took easily to diplomatic protocol as chatelaine 
at New Delhi. She described the position once as “simply good 
manners, good sense, and a consideration of others’’. 

The Micheners have three daughters, Mrs. Leslie Lawrence of 
Toronto, Mrs. Ronald Lohr, of Providence, R.I., and Mrs. Roy 
Schatz, of Toronto. 
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THE PRIME MINISTER OF CANADA 


Politician, diplomat, professor, author, athlete, the Right Hon- 
orable Lester Bowles Pearson, P.C., 0.B.E., M.A., Prime Minister of 
Canada, is one of the more remarkable men in Canadian history. 

Born in Newtonbrook, near Toronto, on April 23, 1897, he 
graduated with a degree of Bachelor of Arts from Victoria College 
of the University of Toronto, and pursued graduate studies at 
Oxford University where he received B.A. and M.A. degrees from 
St. John’s College. 

Subsequently, he joined the staff at the University of Toronto as 
a lecturer, and still later became an assistant professor in the 
Department of History. 

It was in 1928, upon joining the Department of External Affairs, 
that Mr. Pearson’s brilliant career took an even more significant 
direction. As a career officer in Canada’s Foreign Service, he served 
in Ottawa, Washington and London, becoming Canadian Am- 
bassador to the United States in 1945. 

In 1946, Mr. Pearson returned to Ottawa to become Under- 
Secretary of State for External Affairs, and then, in 1948, in a very 
basic change, he accepted an invitation from Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King to join the Cabinet in the capacity of Secretary of 
State for External Affairs. Mr. Pearson has represented the riding 
of Algoma East since 1948 and held the External Affairs portfolio 
until 1957. At the convention of the Liberal Party in January 1958, 
Mr. Pearson was elected leader. 

Prime Minister Pearson is perhaps best known internationally for 
his achievements at the United Nations. On numerous occasions he 
headed the Canadian delegation to the General Assembly and his 
voice came to command high respect among the policy-makers of 
the world organization. 

He was elected president of the Seventh Session of the General 
Assembly in 1952-53, and in recognition of his efforts as a mediator 
during the Suez Crisis of 1956, was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1957, the first Canadian ever to be thus honored. 

No less significant was his contribution to the NATO Council, an 
area which was one of his prime interests during his years with the 
United Nations. 

Although many of his more significant contributions were made 
as a public servant, his accomplishments as a politician have been 
no less impressive. His abilities and leadership rejuvenated the 
Liberal Party at a low ebb and brought it to power again, in 
the general elections of 1963. 
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Prime Minister Pearson is the author of many articles and of two 
published volumes. The first, which appeared in 1955, is entitled 
*‘Democracy In World Politics’’. The second, ‘“‘Diplomacy In the 
Nuclear Age’’. was published in 1959. 

In addition to numerous honorary degrees received in recent 
years, the Prime Minister also received such honors as “Family of 
Man Award” in 1965, and the “Atlantic Union Pioneer Award’”’ 
in 1966. 

It is a rather interesting point that the Prime Minister has always 
been more familiarly known, both nationally as well as inter- 
nationally, as “Mike”, a nickname he acquired from a senior 
officer in the Royal Flying Corps during his student pilot days in 
the First War. 

The Prime Minister married the former Maryon Elspeth Moody, 
of Winnipeg, on August 22, 1925. The Pearsons have two children 
and ten grandchildren. 
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CONSTITUTION AND 
GOVERNMENT OF CANADA 


Canada, which is the second largest country in the world in 
terms of area, is a Confederation of ten provinces and two Ter- 
ritories, stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific Oceans and from 
the Arctic Circle to the United States border. 

Canada came into being as a nation in 1867 when four of the 
provinces, Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
joined together to form Confederation. Subsequently, Manitoba | 
joined in 1870. British Columbia in 1871, Prince Edward Island in 
1873, Alberta and Saskatchewan in 1905 and Newfoundland in 
1949. 

The North-West Territory and the Yukon Territory do not enjoy 
provincial status, and their administration, for the time being, is 
the direct responsibility of the Federal Government. 

From colonial beginnings, Canada has emerged as a fully inde- 
pendent nation, being a founder-member of the Commonwealth, 
the United Nations, and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

Canadians are linked closely in a historical way with both the 
British and the French, who were the founding races, but it was 
under the umbrella of British sovereignty that Canada achieved her 
nationhood. 

Thus it is that the Canadian system of government is inherited 
from Great Britain, but modified in accordance with the require- 
ments of a federal constitution. Canada, like Britain, is a consti- 
tutional monarchy, the Queen of England also being the Queen of 
Canada. 

The instrument constituting the Confederation, the British North 
America Act, was enacted by the British Parliament while the 
Canadian Provinces were still colonies. Although Canada has en- 
joyed internal autonomy since 1867, her sovereignty dates from 
1931 when the British Parliament passed the Statute of Westminster 
and thereby relinquished all control over the self-governing Domin- 
ions of the then British Empire. 

The Governor-General is the Queen’s representative in Canada. 
He is appointed on the advice of the Canadian government and, 
like the Queen herself, exercises all his constitutional functions in 
accordance with advice of his Ministers. 

The system of government is parliamentary, with the executive 
branch of government being responsible to Parliament. The Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet are themselves Members of Parliament. 
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The Canadian Parliament has two chambers, the House of Com- 
mons, which consists of 265 Members directly elected by the people 
for five years (unless Parliament is dissolved sooner) and the Senate, 
which consists of 102 members appointed on the advice of the Prime 
Minister. A retirement age of 75 for Senators was recently intro- 
duced. Although the two Houses theoretically hold equal power, 
the effective repositories of power are the House of Commons, 
which by vote can sustain or overthrow a government, and the 
Cabinet, which is responsible for formulating government policy. 

The British North America Act defines the responsibilities of 
Federal Government which, broadly speaking, are matters of com- 
mon concern to all the provinces, and reserves certain specific pow- 
ers to the provinces, notably in respect of education and language 
rights. The Federal Government cannot act in a field of provincial 
jurisdiction without the agreement of all the provinces. 

At present, five political parties are represented in the House of 
Commons. The Liberal Party, whose leader is the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Lester B. Pearson, currently holds the largest number of seats, 
although it does not command an overall majority. 

The Official Opposition is formed by the Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party which has a lesser number of seats and whose leader is 
Mr. John G. Diefenbaker. The New Democratic Party has a small 
representation in the House of Commons and is led by Mr. T. C. 
Douglas. 

Other small parties include Social Credit and Le Ralliement 
Creditiste (a French Canadian group) led by M. Rheal Caouette. 
There are also a few independent Members in Parliament. 


THE PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS 


The seat of government for Canada is located on a high pro- 
montory overlooking the Ottawa River and is more familiarly 
known to Canadians as ‘“‘Parliament Hill’’. 

The three buildings on the Hill comprise the federal legislative 
seat and are known separately as the West Block, the Centre Block, 
and the East Block, as faced from Wellington Street which runs 
east to west. 

The history of the buildings dates back to pre-confederation 
times, with construction of the East Block beginning in 1861. Until 
the Second World War, the oldest building on the Hill housed 
the Offices of the Governor General. At present, the building ac- 
comodates the Privy Council Offices and part of the Department 
of External Affairs.

The second oldest building is the West Block which was recently 
renovated extensively. Many meetings of national and international 
significance have been held here and two of the more recent were 
the NATO Ministerial Meetings in 1963 and the Inter-Parliamentary 
Conference of 1965, Normally the chief function of this building 
is to provide office space for Members of Parliament. 

The original structure known as the Centre Block was destroyed 
by fire in 1916, and only the Library of Parliament, located near the 
rear of the Centre Block, was saved from destruction. The original 
building was the one which the Fathers of Confederation used. 

Construction of the present building was begun in 1917 and 
completed in 1921. The famous Peace Tower, which dominates the 
entrance, is 295 feet high. It contains the Memorial Chapel, dedi- 
cated to Canadians who died in battle in two wars, and the Carillon 
of Bells, installed in 1927. 

The Centre Block contains the House of Commons, the Senate 
Chamber, and private offices of some Members of Parliament. It 
also houses the Speaker’s Chamber, various committee rooms, the 
Parliamentary Press Gallery, and the Parliamentary Restaurant. 

Perhaps the best known chambers in the Centre Block are those 
in which the House of Commons and the Senate meet. The House 
of Commons, sometimes called the Green Chamber, is a beauti- 
fully proportioned room of Tyndall limestone and Canadian oak. 
The painted ceiling of the Chamber is of Irish linen. The gold leaf 
cornices and cork plaster figures are also of extreme interest. 

The Senate, which is sometimes called the Red Chamber, is 
finished in crimson and gold. The large chair under the canopy at 
the north end of the Chamber, called the Throne Chair, is used 
by the Governor General during the opening of Parliament. The 
ceiling is of glass sections outlined in heavy gold leaf, each section 
showing the emblem of a country whose people emigrated to 
Canada. The paintings on the walls are from a collection presented 
to Canada by the late Lord Beaverbrook after the First World War. 

The Speaker’s chair, located at the north end of the House of 
Commons Chamber is of particular interest. It is an exact replica 
of the Speaker’s chair which was destroyed in the bombing of the 
Houses of Parliament in London in 1941. Incorporated in the chair 
are pieces of oak from the roof of Westminster Hall (built in 1397) 
and from Nelson’s flagship “‘Victory’’. 

Like all buildings where the seat of government is established, 
Canada’s Parliament Buildings have a distinctive style and are well 
worth a visit.

PROVINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Major-General The Hon. George Pearkes, V.C., 
P.C., C.B., D.S.O., M.C., C.D. 


George Randolph Pearkes was born in Watford, England, on 
October 13, 1888, and came to Canada in 1906 to homestead in 
the Rocky Mountain District, in Alberta. 

After a brief period of homesteading, he joined the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, in the Yukon, and later after war was 
declared, enlisted with the Canadian Mounted Rifles in Victoria, 
B.C., in March 1915. 

Seven months later, this man who was to become one of Canada’s 
most distinguished soldiers, was in France with his unit, and shortly 
began to write some amazing chapters to his military career. 

He rose quickly through the non-commissioned ranks, and re- 
ceived his commission in the field in April, 1916. Subsequently, he 
was promoted to acting Captain, acting Major, acting Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and at the end of the war, was commanding the 116th 
Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary Force. 

During the First World War, General Pearkes was wounded in 
action five times, twice seriously, won the Victoria Cross for gal- 
lantry at Passchendaele, the Military Cross, the Mons Star, and 
the Distinguished Service Order. He was also awarded the French 
Croix de Guerre, and was Mentioned-In-Despatches. 

After the war, General Pearkes remained in the permanent force 
as an Officer in the Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry and 
graduated from British Army Staff College in 1919. 

In the years between the First and Second World Wars, he held 
several staff appointments and graduated from the Imperial Defence 
College in the United Kingdom in 1937. On his return he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Brigadier and given command of Military 
District 13, Calgary. 

When war was declared, he assumed command of the 2nd Cana- 
dian Infantry Brigade and led it overseas in 1939. He was promoted 
to the rank of Major-General in 1940, to command the First 
Division. 

In September 1942, Major-General Pearkes was appointed 
General Officer Commanding, Pacific Command, and remained 
in this post until February 1945. During the Second War, he was 
created a Companion of the Bath, and was also awarded the United 
States Legion of Merit. 
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It was in 1945 when Major-General Pearkes first entered politics 
and was elected Conservative Member of Parliament for Esquimalt- 
Saanich. He was re-elected in 1949, 1953, 1957 and 1958. In June 
1957, he was appointed Minister of National Defence in the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Cabinet. 

Following his resignation as Minister of National Defence in 
1960, Major-General Pearkes was appointed Lieutenant Governor 
of the Province of British Columbia. 

Married, in 1925 to the former Constance Blytha Copeman, of 
Victoria, they have one son, Jan André, a barrister-at-law in Van- 
couver, B.C. He is a member of the Church of England. 

Major-General Pearkes is a keen horseman and his hobbies 
include rifle shooting and gardening. 


PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 
Hon. John Walter Grant MacEwan 


A son of one of the pioneer farming families in Manitoba, 
John Walter Grant MacEwan was born near Brandon, Manitoba, 
in 1902, and received his early education at Melfort, Saskatchewan, 
where his family moved during his youth. 

As a young man, he came east to Guelph, Ontario, to attend the 
Ontario Agricultural College, and graduated in 1926. Subsequently, 
he took post graduate studies in agricultural science at Toronto and 
lowa State Universities. 

For several years, he held senior positions with the Universities 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and eventually became Dean of 
Agriculture at the University of Manitoba. Through these years he 
became widely known throughout the West for his public service, 
his writing and radio lecturing, and his efforts in the conduct of 
fairs and exhibitions. 

In 1953, he served on the City Council in the City of Calgary, 
and was active in civic politics until 1958. In 1955, he was elected 
to the Alberta Legislature, and served from 1955-59. 

While an alderman, he was named Mayor to complete the term 
of the former Mayor in 1963, and that same year was elected as 
Mayor in the elections. 

As an author, Mr. MacEwan has been a regular contributor to 
many farm magazines and newspapers, and in addition, has had 
some 14 books published. Four of his books were of a technical

nature, while the others have been on the subject of the history and 
development of Western Canada. 

He was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta on January 6, 
1966. 

He received a Degree of Doctor of Laws Honoris Causa from the 
University of Alberta in 1966. 

Married to the former Phyllis Cline, the MacEwans have one 
daughter. 


PROVINCE OF SASKATCHEWAN 
Hon. Robert Leith Hanbidge, Q.C., K.St.J. 


A practicing lawyer in Saskatchewan for more than 50 years, and 
still a member of a prominent firm, His Honour was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of Saskatchewan in February 1963, and sworn 
in on March 1, 1963. 

He was born in Southampton, Bruce County, Ontario, on March 
16, 1891, and was educated in local schools, eventually moving to 
the Province of Saskatchewan where he took the Saskatchewan 
Society Law Course. 

His Honour has been a member of the Law Society of Saskatch- 
ewan since 1915 and was recently made a Senior Life Member. He 
is also a Member of the Canadian and Saskatchewan Bar Associa- 
tions. In 1933, he was make a King’s Counsel. 

A former councillor, mayor, and chairman of school, hospital 
and church boards, His Honour has made a significant contribution 
to his community over the years. 

A keen sportsman, he was a member of the champion Regina 
Roughriders of the 1911-1913 era, and is now a life member of the 
organization. 

In 1963, Mr. Hanbidge was made a Knight of Grace, Order of 
St. John of Jerusalem. 

In politics, he was a member of the Saskatchewan Legislature 
from 1929 to 1934, and subsequently was elected to the House of 
Commons in 1958. The same year he was a delegate to the NATO 
Conference in Paris, and in 1961 was a delegate to the Common- 
wealth Parliamentary Association in London. 

Re-elected to the House of Commons in 1962, Mr. Hanbidge was 
shortly afterwards appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the Province. 

He is a member of the United Church. 

Married to the former Jane Mitchell, the Hanbidges have four 
daughters. Their only son was lost over Munich during the war. 
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PROVINCE OF MANITOBA 
Hon. Richard Spink Bowles, Q.C. 


Richard Spink Bowles was born in Winnipeg on November 16, 
1912, and received his early education in Winnipeg public schools 
and Kelvin High School. 

In 1933, he graduated from the University of Manitoba with a 
B.A. cum laude, and then entered the Manitoba Law School where 
he also received a cum laude degree and the Isbister Scholarship. 

Mr. Bowles began the practice of law in 1937, and save for two 
years during the war, was one of the more prominent barristers of 
the province. 

He was particularly prominent with the Manitoba Bar 
Association since 1957 and was president in 1961. He also held posi- 
tions with the Manitoba Law Society since 1959 and was president 
in 1964. 

In May 1965, he was appointed a Life Bencher of the Law Society, 
upon his retirement as president. 

Married in 1940 to the former Frances Arnett, the Bowles have 
four children. 

Mr. Boles was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the Province 
in September 1965. 

Mr. Bowles is a member of the United Church. 


PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 
Hon. William Earl B. Rowe 


Although he was born in Hull, Iowa, May 13, 1894, the Lieutenant- 
Governor moved to the Province of Ontario at an early age and was 
educated in Simcoe County and Toronto schools, eventually gradu- 
ating from Business College in Toronto. 

A successful farmer, livestock breeder, and harness enthusiast 
over the years, he was also much interested in politics and became 
involved in 1918 for the first time as a member of a municipal council. 

After a brief tenure as Reeve of the Township of Gwillimbury, he 
was elected to the Ontario Legislature in 1923, but resigned two years 
later to accept the nomination for a seat in the House of Commons. 
He was re-elected to this seat in 1926 and 1930. 

In 1935, he was nominated to the Privy Council and appointed

Minister without Portfolio in the Bennett Cabinet, and was re- 
elected the same year. 

In 1936, he was elected Leader of the Conservative Party for 
Ontario, but was defeated in the elections of 1937. He then ran ina 
Federal by-election and was successful in re-entering the House of 
Commons. He was re-elected to this seat in 1940, 1945, 1949, 1953, 
1957 and 1958. 

Mr. Rowe was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario on 
May 1, 1963. 

He is a member of the United Church.

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 
Hon. Hugues Lapointe, C.P., C.R., LL.D. 


Hugues Lapointe was born at Riviére-du-Loup, Quebec, on 
March 3, 1911, the son of the Hon. Ernest Lapointe, Minister of 
Justice at Ottawa, and Emma Pratte. 

After his early schooling at Riviére-du-Loup, he attended the 
University of Ottawa, where he earned a B.A. degree in 1932, and 
the University of Laval, where he acquired his LL.D. in 1935. He 
was admitted to the Bar in 1935, at Quebec, and was made a King’s 
Counsel in 1949. 

During the Second World War, he served overseas with the 
Chaudiere Regiment. 

In the election of 1940, he offered himself as candidate for the 
Constituency of Lotbiniere and was elected as a Liberal Member 
of the House of Commons. He was re-elected in 1945, 1949 and 1953. 

In 1948 he was named Delegate to the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, at Paris, and again at Lake Success in 1949 and 
1950, the latter occasion as Vice-president of the Canadian Delega- 
tion. 

He was appointed Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of 
National Defence in 1945, and later to the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs in 1949. 

Lt. Col. Lapointe is a member of the Privy Council and held the 
position of Solicitor General of Canada in 1949. In 1950, he was 
Minister of Veterans Affairs, and in 1955, Minister of the Post 
Office Department. 
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In 1956, he was named chief of the Quebec Delegation at London. 

Lt. Col. Lapointe was sworn in as Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Quebec on February 22, 1966. 

He was made a Doctor of Laws, Honoris Causa, by the University 
of Ottawa in 1954, and is a Knight of Grace of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem.

PROVINCE OF NEW BRUNSWICK 
Hon. John Babbitt McNair, B.A., B.C.L., D.C.L., LL.D. 


John Babbitt McNair was born in Andover, N.B., on November 
20, 1899, and received his early education at Andover Grammar 
School and Florenceville Consolidated School. 

Later, he attended the University of New Brunswick where in 
1911, he obtained his B.A. degree and was chosen as a Rhodes 
Scholar. He continued his education at University College at Oxford 
where he received a B.A. in 1913 and a B.C.L. in 1914. 

In 1938, he received an LL.D. from the University of New 
Brunswick, and in 1951, a D.C.L. from the University of Mount 
Allison. 

A prominent barrister and solicitor, the Lieutenant-Governor 
essayed politics in 1935 and was elected to the Legislature. He was 
appointed Attorney General in 1935, and assumed the premiership 
in 1940. He was returned to office in the elections of 1944 and 1948, 
and retired as premier in 1952. 

It was in 1955; that the Lieutenant-Governor was named Chief 
Justice of New Brunswick, a post he held until his retirement in 1964. 

He is chairman of the Board of Governors of the Beaverbrook 
Art Gallery and a Governor of the Beaverbrook Auditorium. He is 
also associated with the Beaverbrook Canadian Foundation and the 
Sir James Dunn Foundation for education. 

He served with the C.E.F. during the First War with the rank of 
Lieutenant, and also served with the Canadian Reserve Army in 
the Second World War with the rank of acting Captain. 

He was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the province on June 
9, 1965. 
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Married in 1921 to Marion Crockett, the McNairs had four 
children. In 1963, Mr. McNair remarried to the former Margaret 
Jones. 

Mr. McNair is a member of the Presbyterian church. 


PROVINCE OF NOVA SCOTIA 
Hon. Henry Poole MacKeen, B.A., B.C.L., LL.B. 


Born in Glace Bay, Nova Scotia, on June 17, 1892, he received 
his early education at St. Andrew’s College in Toronto. 

Later, he attended McGill University where he earned a Bachelor 
of Arts Degree in 1914, and a B.C.L. in 1920. In 1921, he received 
an LL.B. from Dalhousie University.

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PROVINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 
Hon. W. A. C. Bennett, P.C., LL.D., D.Pol.Sc. 


William Andrew Cecil Bennett, Premier of the Province of 
British Columbia, (President of the Council) and Minister of Finance, 
President of the Pacific Great Eastern Railway and owner of Bennett 
Stores Ltd., was born in the town of Hastings in the Province of 

New Brunswick, September 6, 1900. 

Educated in New Brunswick and Alberta Schools, Premier 
Bennett entered business life in the Province of Alberta, later moving 
to the Okanagan Valley in British Columbia, specializing in hard- 
wares, furniture, and appliances. He now owns a chain of five 
stores in the West. 

Mr. Bennett first became interested in politics after he moved from 
Alberta to British Columbia, and was elected to the Legislature for 
the first time in 1941 as the representative of the constituency of 
South Okanagan. 

In subsequent years, he was re-elected in 1945, 1949, 1952, 1953, 
1956, 1960, 1963 and 1966. Mr. Bennett was elected Leader of the 
Social Credit Movement on July 15, 1952, and became Premier of 
British Columbia on August 1, 1952, forming the first Social Credit 
government in the province’s history. 

Over the years, Premier Bennett has acquired a number of degrees, 
including an LL.D from the University of British Columbia in 1958, 
D.Political Science from Notre Dame University, Nelson, B.C., 
1965, LL.D. from Simon Fraser University 1965, LL.D. from the 
University of Victoria in 1966 and an LL.D. from the University of 
New Brunswick in 1966. 

During the first War, Premier Bennett enlisted with the RCAF 
in March, 1918. 

He is a member of the United Church of Canada, and belongs to 
a number of societies and clubs. 

Married to the former Annie Elizabeth May Richards, the 
Bennetts have two sons and one daughter, as well as nine grand- 
children. 


PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 
Hon. Ernest Charles Manning 
A native of Saskatchewan, Premier Manning was born in Cardiff,

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Evincing an early interest in politics, he was first elected to the 
Alberta Legislature in 1935, and was appointed Provincial Secretary 
in Mr. Aberhart’s Cabinet, a post he held until 1943.

PROVINCE OF SASKATCHEWAN 
Hon. W. Ross Thatcher 


Premier Thatcher is a Saskatchewan native son and was born at 
Neville, in 1917. 

His early education was received at Limerick Elementary School 
and Moose Jaw High School, and subsequently he graduated in 
Commerce from Queen’s University at the age of 18. 

He was first elected to the House of Commons in 1945, and re- 
elected in 1949 and 1953. He was an alderman for the City of Moose 
Jaw from 1942 to 1944. 

Moving into provincial politics, Mr. Thatcher was chosen Leader 
of the Saskatchewan Liberal Party in 1959, and was elected to the 
Provincial Legislature in 1960, and re-elected in 1964.

Mr. Thatcher represents Morse 
Constituency. He also became Provincial Treasurer upon assuming 
office as Premier. 

in private life, Mr. Thatcher is the owner of a grain and cattle 
ranch at Caron, Sask., specializing in Hereford cattle. Formerly he 
owned a chain of hardware stores. 

In 1965, he was named ‘Salesman of the Year’’ by the Sales and 
Marketing Executives Club in Regina for his significant contribu- 
tion in telling the “Saskatchewan Story”’ to many North American 
cities.

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PROVINCE OF MANITOBA 
Hon. Dufferin Roblin 


Dufferin (Duff) Roblin was born in Winnipeg, June 17, 1917, the 
son of Charles Dufferin and Sophia May Roblin. 

He received his early education at Winnipeg Public Schools, and 
later studied at the Universities of Manitoba and Chicago. 

Evincing an interest in politics from an early age, he was first 
elected to the Manitoba Legislature in 1949 as Member for Winnipeg 
South. He was re-elected in 1953 and 1958 (constituency renamed 
Wolseley) and again in 1959 and 1962. 

He was Leader of the Manitoba Progressive-Conservative Party 
and Leader of the Opposition in 1954. 

Premier Roblin was sworn in as Leader of the government on 
June 30, 1958. (His grandfather, Sir Rodmond P. Roblin, served as 
Premier of Manitoba 1900-15). He also holds the posts of President 
of the Council, Acting Treasurer, and Minister of Provincial- 
Dominion Relations. 

During the Second World War, he served in the Canadian Army 
as a private, but at the end of the war was a Wing Commander in 
the RCAF. He served overseas for four years. 

An enthusiastic fisherman, Premier Roblin is also an avid squash 
player and in his spare time likes to play the bagpipes. 

He is a member of the Anglican Church. 

Married to the former Mary Linda McKay, the Roblins have one 
son and one daughter. 


PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 
Hon. John Parmenter Robarts 


John Parmenter Robarts was born in Banff, Alberta, in 1917 and 
moved to London, Ontario at an early age, where he received his 
education in the public and high schools. He graduated from the 
University of Western Ontario in 1939 with an Honours Degree in 
Business Administration. 

Joining the Canadian Navy in 1940 as an ordinary seaman, he 
received his commission while overseas and was mentioned in 
despatches after the Battle of Salerno. He was discharged in 1945 
after seeing service in the Atlantic, Pacific and Mediterranean 
theatres of war. 
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In 1947 Mr. Robarts graduated in law from Osgoode Hall, 
Toronto. He returned to London where he became a partner in a 
law firm. 

In 1950 Mr. Robarts was elected a member of the London City 
Council, and in November of 1951 was elected to the Legislature as 
the member for London. After redistribution, he won London 
North in 1955, and was re-elected in 1959. 

He was Chairman of the Legislature’s Select Committee on Toll 
Roads and Highway Financing in 1955 to 1957. In December of 
1958, Mr. Robarts entered the Ontario Cabinet as Minister without 
Portfolio and was named a member of the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission. 

One year after joining the Cabinet, Mr. Robarts was named 
Minister of Education. On October 25, 1961 he was elected Leader 
of the Ontario Progressive Conservative Party and was sworn in as 
Prime Minister on November 8, 1961. He relinquished the Educa- 
tion Portfolio on October 25, 1962. 

Mr. Robarts was married during the war to Norah McCormick 
of London, and they have two children. 

He is a member of the Church of England in Canada. 


PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 
Hon. Daniel Johnson 


Daniel Johnson was born at Danville, in the County of Richmond, 
on April 9, 1915, and received his early education at the Sacred 
Heart Brothers School in Danville. 

He pursued his classical studies at Saint-Hyacinthe Seminary, 
and still later pursued a degree in law at the University of Montreal. 
He was admitted to the practice of law in 1940. 

During the course of his studies at Saint-Hyacinthe, Mr. Johnson 
became deeply interested in many youth movements, particularly the 
_Catholic Association of French-Canadian Youth, which was, at 
the time, the chief national youth group of Quebec. He was national 
vice-president of the organization. 

In 1946, he was elected to the Provincial Legislature as the 
representative of the Constituency of Bagot, and has been its 
representative ever since. 

In 1954, he was named Parliamentary Assistant to Premier 
Maurice Duplessis, and two years later was named to the presidency 
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of the Chamber Committees and the Vice-Presidency of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly. In 1958, as Minister of Hydraulic Resources, he 
concluded the Bersimis Project and started the giant Carillon and 
Manicougan Developments. 

At the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association meetings in 
New Zealand in 1950, and at Ottawa in 1952, Mr. Johnson repre- 
sented the Quebec delegation. 

Mr. Johnson was elected Leader of the Union National Party at 
the convention of 1961. 

During the next three years, he made several trips abroad to 
study affairs in such countries as Italy, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
France and England. 

In 1965, Mr. Johnson published his book, “Equality or Inde- 
pendence’’, in which he dealt with the synthesis of his political 
thinking on the problem of the relations between the two nations 
which constitute Canada. 

In the general elections of June, 1966, Mr. Johnson was re- 
elected for the seventh consecutive time in Bagot and was sworn in 
as premier on the 16th of June. He also was appointed Minister of 
Federal-Provincial Relations, and Minister of Natural Resources. 

Married to the former Reine Gagné, the Johnsons have four 
children. 


PROVINCE OF NEW BRUNSWICK 
Hon. Louis J. Robichaud, Q.C. 


Louis J. Robichaud was born October 21, 1925, of Acadian 
parentage, in St. Anthony, N.B. His first ancestor Etienne Robi- 
chaud, settled in Acadia around 1660. 

He was educated at local elementary schools, Sacred Heart 
University in Bathurst, N.B., where he obtained a B.A. degree in 
1947, and Laval University, where he took post-graduate studies 
in Economics and Political Science, in 1949. 

Unable to afford law school, he articled with a Bathurst law firm 
and was admitted to the New Brunswick Bar in 1952. 

Mr. Robichaud was first elected to the New Brunswick Legisla- 
ture in 1952, and was re-elected in 1956, 1960 and 1963. He was 
the Financial Critic from 1957 to 1958, and was elected Leader of 
the Liberal Party on October 11, 1958. 

For the next two years, he was Leader of the Opposition, and 
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following his party’s victory in the general elections, was sworn in 
as Premier and Attorney General on July 12, 1960. On the same 
date he was named a Queen’s Counsel. 

Mr. Robichaud was the first Acadian to be elected Premier of 
New Brunswick and the youngest Premier in the history of the 
province. 

Married to the former Lorraine Savoie, the Robichauds have 
one son. 

Mr. Robichaud is a Roman Catholic. 


PROVINCE OF NOVA SCOTIA 
Hon. Robert Lorne Stanfield, P.C., Q.C., LL.D. 


The Premier and Minister of Education for the Province of 
Nova Scotia was born in Truro, N.S. on April 11, 1914. 

His early education was completed in Truro, whence he proceeded 
to Ashbury College in Ottawa, and still later to Dalhousie Univer- 
sity, where he graduated with a B.A. and won the Governor 
General’s Gold Medal for highest academic standing. He specialized 
in Political Science and Economics. 

Subsequently, Mr. Stanfield attended Harvard Law School where, 
in 1939, he graduated with a degree of Bachelor of Laws. He was 
admitted to the Bar in Nova Scotia in 1940, and was appointed a 
Queen’s Counsel in 1950. 

Mr. Stanfield also holds an honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from the University of New Brunswick, 1958. 

During the Second World War, Premier Stanfield was attached 
to the Halifax Office of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, first as 
regional Rentals Officers, and later as Enforcement Counsel. 

He entered law practice in 1945, but dissolved this partnership 
upon entry into the government of Nova Scotia in 1956. 

Premier Stanfield entered politics as President of the Nova Scotia 
Progressive Conservative Association. In November, 1948, he 
became Leader of the Association. 

In the general election of 1949, he entered the Legislature as 
Leader of the Opposition. He was re-elected in 1953. In 1956, 
however, the Progressive Conservative Party gained a majority of 
seats in the Legisature, and on November 20, formed a government 
with Robert L. Stanfield as Premier. 

He was appointed Provincial Treasurer and Minister of Education 
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and Chairman of the Nova Scotia Power Commission, in 1956. 
One year later, he resigned the Education portfolio but resumed 
it in 1959. He resigned as Provincial Treasurer in 1962. 

Mr. Stanfield married the former Mary Margaret Hall in 1957. 


PROVINCE OF PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 
Hon. Alexander B. Campbell 


Alexander B. Campbell, born in Summerside, P.E.I., December 1, 
1933 was educated at the Summerside Elementary and High Schools 
before graduating from Dalhousie University with a B.A. and an 
EB 

Premier Campbell’s father is the present Chief Justice of Prince 
Edward Island, and is also a former Premier of P.E.I. Thane A. 
Campbell was Premier from January 14, 1936 to May 11, 1943. 

In 1963, Alex Campbell allowed his name to come before the 
Liberal Nominating Convention which was to choose a repre- 
sentative for the Federal constituency of Prince. He lost out in that 
convention by one vote to Watson MacNaught, who went on to 
become Federal Minister of Mines and Technical Surveys. This was 
Mr. Campbell’s first entry into politics as a potential candidate. 

In February, 1965, Mr. Campbell offered himself as Liberal 
candidate in a Provincial By-election in Summerside, and went on to 
win the seat. On December 11, 1965, upon the retirement of former 
Premier Alex. W. Matheson, Mr. Campbell was elected leader of the 
Liberal party for Prince Edward Island. Then on July 11, 1966, 
only 16 months after his first appearance on the Provincial scene, 
he became Premier of P.E.I., winning 17 of the 32 seats in the 
Provincial Legislature. 

Premier Campbell has practiced Law in Summerside since 1959, 
and recently formed a partnership with his brother, Melville. The 
Premier is an elder in the Trinity United Church in Summerside, a 
member and former Secretary of the Summerside Board of Trade, 
a Past-President of the Y’s Men’s Club, former Vice-President of 
the Young Liberal Association and a former Executive member of 
the Young Liberal Association for P.E.I. 

Premier Campbell is married to the former Marilyn Gilmour and 
they have two children. 

Premier Campbell holds the Attorney General Portfolio in the 
Island Government. 
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PROVINCE OF NEWFOUNDLAND 
Hon. Joseph R. Smallwood, D.C.L., LL.B., D.Litt. 


Joseph R. Smallwood was born at Gambo, B.B., Newfoundland, 
on December 24, 1900, and received his early education at British 
Hall and Littledale Academy. 

Later, he attended Centennary Halli and Bishop Field’s College 
in St. John’s, Newfoundland. He holds Honorary Degrees from 
Acadia, Dalhousie, New Brunswick, British Columbia, St. Dunstans 
and Memorial Universities. 

Mr. Smallwood was first elected to the National Convention in 
1946, and was Secretary to the Newfoundland Delegation to 
Ottawa in 1948. 

He was a Member of the Newfoundland Delegation which 
negotiated and signed the terms of union in 1949, and was the chief 
organizer of the entire campaign. 

He led the Liberal Party in the first general election of 1949, and 
was appointed Premier and Minister of Economic Development 
when victory was achieved. 

He was re-elected in 1951, 1956, 1959 and 1962. 

Mr. Smallwood is Leader of the Liberal Party. 

Married to the former Clara Isabel Oates, the Smallwoods have 
three children.

Born and educated in England, Hugh Stephen came to Victoria 
with his family almost 30 years ago, and in the ensueing period 
achieved notable success in both business and politics.

Vincent M. Dantzer was born at Rush Lake, Saskatchewan, in 
1923 and attended public school here, later completing his secondary 
education at Campion College in Regina. 

His ambitions for further education were interrupted by the 
Second World War, in which he served with the RCAF as a pilot 
in 435 Squadron. 

After the cessation of hostilities, he pursued higher education at 
the University of Saskatchewan, graduating in 1949 with his B.A. 
degree in Economics, with Honors. The next year, he attended the 
University of Toronto and earned an M.A. degree. 
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Following graduation, he joined the Department of Trade and 
Commerce in Ottawa, later moving to Saskatchewan where he be- 
came associated with the Provincial Government Budget Bureau. 

In 1952, he pursued a longstanding ambition to study law, and 
eventually graduated from the University of Alberta in 1955, 
joining an Edmonton firm. 

He first became involved in public service as a member of the 
School Board, where he served for four years, and was elected to 
city council in 1961 for the first time. : 

An active worker in the community, he is a Knight of Columbus, 
an executive member of the Home and School Association, a 
member of the Revenue Expenditure Committee of the Province, 
and Chairman of the Board of Referees, Unemployment Insurance 
Commission. 

Prior to his election to City Council, he made a study of the 
provincial grant structure in Alberta and took a keen interest in 
taxation and finance. 

Married to the former Mary Catherine Boyd, the Dantzers have 
nine children. 


CITY OF REGINA 
His Worship Mayor Henry H. P. Baker 


Born and raised on the family farm at Lipton, Saskatchewan. 
Mayor Baker was educated to follow the teaching profession, and 
for eight years, taught public and high school subjects. He also 
spent two years instruction R.C.A.F. air crew personnel. 

Later, Mayor Baker studied business engineering and personnel 
administration for several years, and became Secretary of the 
Public Services Commission, occupying this post for some fourteen 
years. 

Mayor Baker’s career in civic affairs began in 1955 when he was 
elected Alderman, serving in this capacity for three years. Now in 
his fifth term as Regina’s Chief Magistrate, he is in his ninth year 
as Mayor — a record-breaking term in this office. 

A deep sense of responsibility is combined with an enormous 
fund of energy. These qualities together with the happy faculty of 
having time to lend a sympathetic year to the man on the street, 
have helped to make him perhaps the most popular Mayor in 
Regina’s history. 
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A key promoter of industrial development for the City of Regina, 
Mayor Baker has supervised the greatest industrial and commercial 
development in the Queen City during his years of Office. 

An active member of Grace Lutheran Church, Henry Baker has 
been Secretary of the Church Board for sixteen years and taught 
Sunday School at the church for twenty years. 

Active in several local and fraternal organizations, Mayor Baker 
in earlier years was a keen participant in all sports and is now an 
equally keen spectator. 

Mayor Baker is married and has one married daughter. 


CITY OF WINNIPEG 
His Worship Stephen Juba 


Stephen Juba was born in Winnipeg on July 1, 1914, of Ukrainian 
parentage. 

A successful businessman, he first entered politics when he was 
elected to the Provincial Legislature in 1953 as an Independent 
Member for Winnipeg Centre. In 1958, he was re-elected as the 
Independent Member for Logan, but did not re-contest the Con- 
stituency. 

In 1956, he moved into civic politics and was elected Mayor of 
Winnipeg. He has been re-elected every two years since that time. 

During his tenure in office, a number of significant achievements 
were accomplished for the city, including the Civic Centre, Urban 
Renewal, and the acquisition of the Pan-American Games. 

Mr. Juba is married to the former Elva Campbell of Ottawa. 


CITY OF TORONTO 
His Worship Mayor William Dennison 


William Dennison was born on January 20th, 1905, on the 
Dennison homestead in Renfrew Country, near Pembroke. It was 
here his great grandfather settled in 1830 when he moved up from 
Richmond, Ontario, where his father had settled in 1816. Mayor 
Dennison was the fifth generation in the new country. His great-great 
grandfather came to the little settlement of Richmond, near Ottawa, 
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as part of a scheme to settle soldiers in the Ottawa Valley, who had 
fought with Wellington against Napoleon in the War of 1813. 

Like many Ottawa Valley high school students, Mayor Dennison 
attended school by travelling to and from on the train. He took the 
train at Meath Station, thirty miles to the West, to reach Renfrew 
Collegiate each day and returned each evening. In addition to the 
sixty-mile train trip, this meant a walk of four miles each day. 

A severe stammerer for twenty years, he became a specialist in 
the correction of nervous defects of speech. He attended the Bassett 
School of Speech Correction in New York City in 1927, where he 
received his training. In 1930 he founded the only resident institution 
of its kind in Canada, specializing in the correction of stuttering. 

During the War he was engaged to do speech correction work for 
both the Canadian and U.S. Army. 

In 1931, he married Dorothy Bainbridge, of Toronto, and they 
have one married daughter — Trustee Mrs. Ross Milne, of Bramp- 
ton. She has been a member of the Board of Education in Brampton 
since 1965. The Dennisons have three grandchildren. 

As early as 1917, he became interested in politics on behalf of the 
United Farms of Ontario, the U.F.O. as they were called. In 1919 
they elected forty-four farm members and united with ten Labour 
Members to form the Government of Ontario from 1919 to 1923. 
Most of the extensive reforms initiated by this Government continue 
to this day. 

In 1935, Mayor Dennison became interested in municipal politics 
and twice ran for Alderman, but was defeated. 

In 1937, he ran for Board of Education and was elected. He 
served on the Board for three years. In 1941, he was elected as 
Alderman, in which capacity he served two years. From 1943 to ’45 
and from °48 to ’52, he served as C.C.F. Member of the Legislature 
for the St. David Riding in the Provincial House. 

Defeated in 1952, he was returned as Alderman in 1953 and has 
served continuously since that time. In ’59 he became Controller 
and served for 8 years. As an Alderman he won the municipal vote for 
everyone Over twenty-one years of age, a reform which seems very 
obvious to-day, but it took three or four years of hard work and 
two referendums by the people themselves to achieve it. 

In 1967 he was elected Mayor for a three-year term. He won this 
campain against strong opposition, particularly from the three 
daily newspapers and most radio and T.V. commentators. 
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CITY OF OTTAWA 
His Worship Don B. Reid 


Politician, businessman, farmer, and administrator, Don Reid 
has established a significant record in his 40 years, 12 of them in 
public office. 

Mayor Reid is now in his second term of office as Chief Magis- 
trate of the Capital, achieving a smashing victory in the elections of 
December, 1966. His years of service cover every facet of public 
office, from alderman to controller, to mayor, and he has served at 
one time or another on every civic board and committee. 

A quiet, unassuming man, Don Reid has conducted the city’s 
business during his tenure with efficiency and harmony, and it is 
doubtful if few of the 48 mayors in the Capital’s history have 
played as significant a role in the city’s development, and certainly 
not in such a short time. 

As chairman of the Planning Board, he piloted the massive new 
re-zoning of the city. His interest in recreation has resulted in the 
implementing of a long-needed plan which has placed Ottawa to 
the fore in the provision of such facilities for both young and old. 

His interest in the problem of adequate hospitals, too, has been 
no less keen, and it was his determination which provided the city 
with a Children’s Hospital. 

Over the years, he has been variously Chairman of the Junior 
Board of Trade, President of the Central Canada Exhibition 
Association, and a director of the Ottawa Winter Fair. 

Throughout his life he has been an enthusiastic supporter of 
sport, and indeed, played the game of football while attending 
college. Yet, it was only last year, in performing the official kickoff 
duties before a playoff game at Expo Stadium that the Mayor set a 
new record with a boot of 45 yards into the wind. 

As a hobby, Mayor Reid is a gentleman farmer and raises ponies 
and Hereford cattle on his 200 acre farm near Osgoode, Ont. 

A merchant by trade, he is president of a successful furniture and 
appliance business in the Capital. 

It is his uncanny ability to get along with people, however, which 
has stamped him as one of Ottawa more successful Chief Magis- 
trates, and which has won several ‘‘Man of the Year” awards from 
local service organizations. 

Married to the former Jean Armstrong, Mayor Reid has five 
children, Donald and Deborah (twins), Rosalind, Susan and 
Christopher. 
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CITY OF MONTREAL 
His Worship, Jean Drapeau, Q.C. 


It is probably irrelevant to suggest that M. Jean Drapeau, lawyer, 
politician, visionary and builder, is one of the more significant men 
of our times. 

Jean Drapeau was born in Montreal on February 18, 1916, and 
received his primary and secondary education at Jean-de-Brebeuf 
and Le Plateau Schools. In 1938, he received an Arts degree from 
the University of Montreal, the while also majoring in the Social 
Economic and Political Sciences. 

During the years 1938-41, he pursued law studies at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, and was admitted to practice at the Montreal Bar 
in January, 1943. 

M. Drapeau practiced law in the Criminal and Civil Courts, 
while at the same time specializing in Commercial and Corporation 
law, and began to take an active interest in federal, provincial and 
municipal politics. 

After two attempts to gain political office, the first in the federal 
bi-election for Outremont-Saint-Jean, and the second in a provin- 
cial election for Montreal-Jeanne-Mance, he was called upon, in 
1950, to act as public prosecutor in the police inquiry. 

His success was so notable that in the civic elections of 1954, at 
the age of 38. M. Drapeau was elected mayor of the city for the 
first time. 

It was in 1960, after appreciable success as mayor, that he founded 
the Montrea[ Civic Party and gained a magnificent victory in the 
October elections that year. No fewer than 45 of his Civic Party 
were elected as City Councillors out of a total of 66, and M. 
Drapeau himself received a majority of 30,000 votes. 

In October, 1962, he was re-elected mayor of the city, this time 
with an unprecedented majority of 116,000 votes, and at the same 
time his Party succeeded in electing 41 City Councillors out of a 
possible 45. 

Again in 1966, M. Drapeau was re-elected Mayor of Montreal, 
this time with an even more impressive percentage of 95% of the 
vote. His Civic Party succeeded in winning 45 of the 48 positions as 
City Councillor, 33 of them by acclamation. 

Although his personal record as a successful politician is impres- 
sive, it is in the area of building where M. Drapeau has achieved 
almost world-wide recognition and acclaim. Under his aegis, the

Place des Arts, the Metro, the 1967 World Exhibition and a fantastic 
face-lifting of the city itself has become a reality in a remarkably 
short space of time. 

M. Drapeau has been granted four honorary degrees: one in 1956 
from the University of Moncton, a second in 1964 from the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, a third in 1965 from McGill University, and 
finally, in 1966, from the Boswell Institute of Loyola University in 
New Orleans. 

M. Drapeau is also an honorary member of the American Bar 
Association, and of many other international and national organi- 
zations. 

He is also the recipient of an award, granted to the Canadian 
having most contributed to the industrial development of Canada 
during 1965, by the Trade and Industry Departments of the ten 
Canadian Provinces. 

M. Drapeau is married and has three sons. He was appointed 
Queen’s Counsel in 1961. 


CITY OF QUEBEC 
His Worship Gilles Lamontagne 


Gilles Lamontagne was born on April 17, 1919, at Montreal, 
and completed his early education at St. Jean de Brebeuf College 
and the Commercial School of Higher Studies. 

Enlisting in the RCAF, he graduated as a pilot in 1941 and went 
Overseas where he was assigned to the 425 Alouette Squadron, 
which was composed entirely of French-Canadian pilots. 

Mr. Lamontagne took part in numerous bombing missions until 
1943 when his Wellington aircraft was shot down over Holland. 
After ensuring the safety of his crew, he parachuted to the ground 
and was taken prisoner. He was located in a number of prisonner 
of war camps until the end of the war. 

After returning home, where he was decorated for his war feats, 
he entered the family paint business in Montreal, but later moved 
to Quebec City. 

Four years ago, he was elected an alderman in Quebec City and 
soon afterwards was named Leader of the municipal party called 
““Civic Progress’’. 

As a citizen of Quebec City for 20 years, Mr. Lamontagne always 
expressed a deep interest in community affairs. He was President of 
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the Rotary Club, a director of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
director of the Association of City Hall Merchants. 

On the 14 of November, 1965, he was elected mayor of Quebec 
City with a large majority for a term of four years. 

Married to the former Mary Schaefer, of Philadelphia, the 
Lamontagnes have four children. 

Under Mayor Lamontagne’s direction the capital city of the 
Province of Quebec has been undergoing a quiet revolution and it 
augurs well for the community at large. 


CITY OF FREDERICTON 
His Worship William T. Walker 


William T. Walker was born near Fredericton in 1901 and received 
his early education in Carleton County schools. Later, he attended 
Fredericton Business College. 

In 1917, he enlisted as a private with the Canadian Forestry 
Corps, later transferring to the Canadian Field Artillery, and went 
overseas with that unit until 1919. 

When the Second World War broke out, he was called out as a 
member of the militia and served with the Royal Canadian Pay 
Corps until 1946, retiring with the rank of Major. 

A successful businessman, Mr. Walker is the President of several 
companies, and the Vice-President of the Canadian Federation of 
Mayors and Municipalities. He is also President of the Fredericton 
Lions Club. 

He was an alderman for four years, from 1953 to 1956, and was 
deputy mayor in 1956. He was elected Mayor in 1957, a position 
he has held ever since. 

Married to the former Muriel MacDonald Burtt, the Walkers 
have two children. 

Mr. Walker is a member of the Baptist Church. 


CITY OF HALIFAX 
His Worship Allan O’Brien 


Mayor Allan O’Brien was born in the City of Halifax, in 1922, 
and received his early education here, later graduating from 
Dalhousie University in 1943 with a Science Degree. 
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Upon graduation he was employed as a weather forecaster, 1943- 
45, as secretary of the YMCA at Montreal, 1945-46, as secretary to 
M. J. Coldwell, M.P., 1946-51, and with Roy O’Brien Limited, 
1951-66. 

He first became interested in politics in 1956 and was a successful 
candidate for alderman, an office he held until 1966. 

He was elected mayor of the city on October 19, 1966, and sworn 
into office on November 1, 1966. 

Mr. O’Brien is Vice-Chairman of the Canadian Housing Design 
Council and Vice-President of the New Democratic Party of Canada. 


CITY OF CHARLOTTETOWN 
His Worship Walter J. Cox 


Mr. Cox was born in Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, on 
December 14, 1915. 

He was educated at West Kent School, in Charlottetown, Mount 
Allison Academy, and Mount Allison University in Sackville, N.B. 

A successful businessman, Mr Cox entered the dairy industry 
with his late father, Chester M. Cox, who was a former City 
Councillor, and presently the mayor is President and Manager of 
a large Milk Company. 

An active member of the Charlottetown Rotary Club, member of 
the Charlottetown Board of Trade, Past President of the Y’s Men’s 
Club, and a member of the Board of Stewards of Trinity United 
Church, Mr. Cox has made a significant contribution to his com- 
munity. 

He was elected to City Council in 1960, and served as Deputy 
Mayor for three years and Chairman of Town Planning for five years. 

Married, Mr. Cox has four boys and one girl. 


CITY OF ST. JOHN’S 
His Worship William Gilbert Adams, Q.C. 


Born in St. John’s Newfound, on June 17, 1923, William Gilbert 
Adams received his early education at Bishop Field College, and 
later attended Dalhousie University where he received his LL.B. 
degree in 1952. 
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His Worship was made a Queen’s Counsel in 1963. 

He was elected to the Municipal Council of the City of St. John’s 
in 1962 and served as deputy mayor until December, 1965. 

Elected Mayor of the city, he assumed office in January 1966. 

Mr. Adams was a Member of the House of Assembly for the 
District of St. John’s West during the years 1962-1965. 

In 1966, he was appointed Chairman of a Royal Commission to 
inquire into Food Prices. At the moment, he is serving as Chairman 
of the Minimum Wage Board. 

Over the years, he has served on a number of Royal Commissions. 
He was formerly a member of the Kinsemen’s Club, and still a 
director of the St. John’s Boys Club. 

He is married to the former Eve Winsor. 
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THE CITY OF OTTAWA 


The Capital City of Canada is located in the southeastern area of 
the Province of Ontario at the confluence of the Ottawa, Gatineau 
and Rideau Rivers. The Ottawa River forms the boundary between 
the provinces of Ontario and Quebec, and across the river from the 
capital is the industrial city of Hull, with the picturesque Gatineau 
Hills forming a background. 

For many years, the settlement which was one day to become the 
nation’s capital with a population of 300,000 — and a metropolitan 
population of 500,000 — was known as Bytown, after the name of 
the builder who supervised the construction of the famous Rideau 
Canal. 

The series of locks directly below Parliament Hill mark the 
Ottawa terminus of the Rideau Canal which stretches, through a 
series Of locks and natural waterways, more than 125 miles to 
Kingston on the St. Lawrence River. 

Here, in 1826, a British engineer named Colonel John By began 
the construction of a canal designed to provide a water route for 
boats which would be safe from any threat of American attack 
along the St. Lawrence River. The canal has now become one of 
the more popular waterways in Canada and is used annually by 
thousands of boating enthusiasts. 

In 1855, the town changed its name to Ottawa, and was incorpo- 
rated as a city. Two years later, Queen Victoria chose the city of 
Ottawa as the seat of government for Canada because of its central 
location between English and French Canada. In 1867, when 
Confederation was achieved, Ottawa became the capital of the 
new nation. 

For many years, Ottawa remained relatively small and unchanged, 
but the last two decades have seen a period of remarkable growth. 

Under the aegis of M. Jacques Greber, eminent French city 
planner, Canadian architects and engineers have collaborated in 
literally remodelling the face of the capital with new buildings, 
parks and driveways. Much of the credit is due, too, to the National 
Capital Commission which implemented the master plan for the 
capital and environs. 

One of the more beautiful areas developed in recent years is 
the Gatineau Park, across the Ottawa River in the Province of 
Quebec. The area is a restricted region of hills and lakes, permeated 
with many miles of scenic driveways. A lookout, named in honour 
of the great French explorer, Champlain, provides a panoramic 
view of the entire capital area. 
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GOVERNMENT HOUSE 


While in Ottawa, Heads of State or their representatives will 
stay at Government House, the official residence of the Governor 
General of Canada, during their visit. 

The original house was built as a private residence by Thomas 
McKay in 1835. Mr. McKay was a leading citizen of Bytown, as 
Ottawa was known then, and the house was called Rideau Hall 
because of the proximity of the Rideau Falls. It was a two-storey 
structure of local limestone and contained eleven rooms. 

In 1865, when Bytown, by then renamed Ottawa, was selected as 
the new capital of Canada, it became necessary to provide a residence 
for the Governor General, and Rideau Hall was leased by the 
Government at an annual rental of $4,000. In 1868, the estate, 
along with eighty-eight acres of ground, was purchased by the 
Government for $82,000. 

The last extensive additions and alterations to the house were 
made in 1910. At this time the front was rebuilt and the entrance 
was crowned wth the Royal coat of arms, sculptured in stone, said 
to be the largest in existence. 

The house, as it is today, contains approximately fifty rooms. 
The large drawing room, the ballroom, and the “tent” room 
(so-called because its walls and ceiling are covered with white and 
green striped canvas, giving it the appearance of a tent) are used 
for entertaining. Forty guests can be seated in the dining room. 
On the occasion of State Dinners, the ballroom, which seats one 
hundred, is used. This is lighted by a huge crystal chandelier which 
was presented to Canada by the Government of the United Kingdom 
in 1946. 

The Government House grounds comprise woods, lawns, formal 
gardens, and rock gardens, and contain a skating rink, a curling 
rink, greenhouse, cricket field, and tennis courts. 

The driveway of Government House is lined with maples, oaks, 
and elms, some of which have been planted at various times by 
royal visitors and heads of state. The upkeep of the grounds is 
looked after by the National Capital Commission and the Govern- 
ment Department of Public Works maintains the buildings. 
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THE ROYAL CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE 


The history of Canada’s Federal police force dates back to 1873 
when it was organized as the North-West Mounted Police and 
assigned the task of carrying law and order to the territory extending 
from the Manitoba border to the Rockies. 

Noteworthy events filled the succeeding years. Supervision of the 
Sioux under Sitting Bull, who had sought refuge in Canada follow- 
ing the defeat of General Custer, an important role in the quelling 
of the second Riel Rebellion in 1885, the activities of the Force 
during the Yukon gold rush at the end of the century, service in the 
South African war by many members, and the respect it gained, 
among the Canadian Indians, all led up to recognition by King 
Edward VII in 1904, when the service was granted the use of the 
prefix ““Royal’’. 

During the 1914-18 War, the Force was assigned the task of 
maintaining the internal security of the nation, and in 1920 its 
peacetime jurisdiction was extended to the entire country, its title 
changed to Royal Canadian Mounted Police, and its headquarters 
moved from Regina to Ottawa. 

As a civil force, the R.C.M.P. operates under the control of the 
Minister of Justice and at the direction of a Commissioner, who 
holds the rank of Deputy Minister. Officers are commissioned by 
the Crown and are selected from the non-commissioned ranks. The 
service is charged with the enforcement of all Federal Statutes 
throughout Canada, and by arrangements between the Federal and 
Provincial Governments, it enforces the Provincial Statutes and the 
Criminal Code in all provinces exclusive of Ontario and Quebec. 

At present, the R.C.M.P. has a uniform strength of over 8,000 and 
it maintains some 2,200 motor vehicles, 21 aircraft, 58 ships and 
boats, 264 sleigh dogs, 32 police service dogs and 157 horses. 


R.C.M.P. MUSICAL RIDE 


The origin of this colourful mounted spectacle which has become 
something of a Canadian trademark, appears to be lost in obscurity, 
although it is believed to have started with the lancer regiments of 
England. The first performance by the Force is said to have been 
given in 1876 by a troop of the North-West Mounted Police under 
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Seargeant-Major Robert Belcher. In succeeding years, the Musical 
Ride became an increasingly familiar sight and as the last remaining 
mounted unit in Canada, it has fallen to the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police to preserve this entertaining exhibition of horse- 
manship. 

Behind the finished pageant of colour and music are several 
months of intensive training and rehearsal, for the figures, derived 
from cavalry drill, demand the utmost in control, precision and 
co-ordination. When space permits, the Musical Ride is performed 
by a full troop of 32 men and horses and is comprised of a variety of 
movements bearing such unmilitary titles as ““The Bridal Arch’’, 
‘‘The Catherine Wheel’’, ““The Dome’’, ““The Star’’ and the intricate 
and ever popular ‘‘Maze”’ and “‘Shanghai Cross’’. 

The order of dress for the Musical Ride is ““Review Order’’— 
the uniform by which the Force is so widely known, and each rider 
carries an eight-foot lance of male bamboo, with steel point and 
butt and bearing a red and white pennon which is crimped after a 
fashion adopted by the 16th Lancers following a battle in which 
their pennons became bloodied and crushed. 

The musical side of the performance regales the spectators with 
such familiar tunes as the lively Country Gardens, Kneel Row, 
Surrey with the Fringe On Top, and the rollicking Campbells are 
Coming, Bonnie Dundee, One Hundred Pipers and others. 

At the conclusion of the performance the Ride forms up in two 
ranks and to the rousing trumpet notes of ““The Charge”’ and a roll 
of drums, sweeps forward front rank with lances at the ‘““Engage’’. 
The ‘Rally’ draws the troop together for the final act, the cere- 
monial salute.

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THE NATIONAL GALLERY OF CANADA 


The beginnings of the National Gallery of Canada are associated 
with the founding of the Royal Canadian Academy of Arts in 1880. 
The Marquis of Lorne, the Governor General, had recommended, 
and assisted in the founding of the Academy, and selected a group 
of pictures which formed the nucleus of the collection. 

The upper floor of an old drafting room at the head of Bank 
Street, on the site of the former Supreme Court building, was the 
National Gallery’s first home. The first Custodian of the Gallery 
was an employee of the Department of Public Works who had 
limited authority and little time to devote to gallery affairs. 

Until 1907, the National Gallery was directly under the control 
of a government minister. In that year, in response to public demand, 
the government appointed an Advisory Arts Council of laymen 
who were prominent collectors to administer grants to the National 
Gallery. In 1910, Eric Brown was appointed the first professional 
curator, and the collections were moved to the east wing of the 
Victoria Memorial Museum. 

In 1913, the National Gallery was incorporated by Act of Parlia- 
ment and was no longer under the immediate direction of a minister 
of government. A board of trustees, appointed by the Governor 
General-in-Council, was formed to administer the Gallery, to 
encourage public interest in the arts and to promote the interests of 
art throughout the country. Under the management of the Trustees 
and under the successive directorships of Eric Brown (1910-1939), 
H. O. McCurry (1939-1955) and Alan Jarvis (1944-1960), the Gal- 
lery increased its collection and developed into an art institution 
worthy of international recognition. 

Today, the administration of the Gallery comes under the aegis 
of the Minister of Citizenship and Immigration. The Board of 
Trustees is composed of nine members representing all sections of 
Canada who meet twice annually. The present director is Dr. Jean 
S. Boggs. 

In 1960, the Gallery entered upon a new era in its history. The 
entire national collection, the staff maintaining it, a voluminous 
library, valuable scientific equipment and office furnishings were 
transferred to the new Lorne Building at Elgin and Slater streets in 
downtown Ottawa. This modern building provides five times as 
much space as the former gallery in the Victoria Museum, and its 
thirty-three galleries provide at least three times as much hanging 
space for works of art. 
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The collection of Canadian art, the most extensive and important 
in existence, is prominently displayed on the first and second floors 

Other galleries hold the collection of Old Masters including the 
twelve important works acquired from the Liechtenstein collection; 
the extensive war collections; the Massey collection presented to 
the Gallery during 1946-50 by the Massey Foundation; the collec- 
tion of French paintings; prints and drawings and diploma works 
of the Royal Canadian Academy. Galleries are also reserved for 
travelling exhibitions coming to Ottawa. 

The Department of Prints and Drawings, established in 1921, was 
the first to be organized in the Canadian Art Gallery. The collec- 
tion now consists of more than five thousand prints and drawings. 

The Reference Library contains over 10,000 volumes and perio- 
dicals on the history of art and other related subjects. 

The development of a National Conservation and Scientific 
Research Division began in 1957. This division handles requests 
for technical information, investigation and restoration of painting 
and other specialized problems concerning the handling of precious 
works of art. 

The National Gallery of Canada carries out an ambitious Exten- 
sion program. Its four main activities are: travelling exhibitions, 
the educational services offered to the general public across Canada, 
guided tours for visitors to the National Gallery collections in 
Ottawa, and the supervision of field operations of gallery liaison 
officers. 

Although still in its infancy when considered in the full light of 
the development of the world’s most famous art galleries, the 
National Gallery of Canada has made remarkable progress in the 
eighty years of its existence. Testimony to its increasing renown are 
the 585,188 persons who came to the National Gallery during its 
first year of operation in the Lorne Building in 1960, and visitors 
have averaged about 400,000 in number each year since then. 
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CANADA’S NATIONAL WAR MEMORIAL 


The Memorial was erected to commemorate those who fought in 
the 1914-18 War. It is not a cenotaph but a picture in bronze and 
granite symbolizing heroism and sacrifice. The 60-foot arch is 
surmounted by 11-foot figures of Peace and Freedom, and in the 
arch 23 human figures represent the Navy, Artillery, Infantry, Air 
Force, Medical Corps.and Nursing Association. The Memorial was 
unveiled by H.M. King George VI in May 1939 and was the work 
of the English sculptors Vernon and Sydney March. 

When members of the Royal Family, heads of state or prime 
ministers visit Ottawa, it has been the custom for them to lay a 
wreath at the Memorial in honour of those who served in both 
World Wars. However, this will not be followed during the course 
of visits during Centennial Year. 
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
